L iv erp o o l, O ct' 13.—There were be­ 
tween 4.000 and 3,000 persons !u the Coli­ 
seum tneatre last night when the terrible 
and fatal panic occurred. It appears that 
one of the performers was singing a comic 
song when a free fight commenced in the 
pit. The cry of “fire” we* raised, and 
there was a'general stampede for the box­ 
office entrance, though there are paid to 
have been five other doors open for 
the egress of the audience. The po­ 
lice inside aud outside the theatre vainly en 
deavored to control the frantic crowd. The 
stricture of the theater at the point where 
the crush occurred is intricate. 
The exits 
converge into a narrow “well,” and it was 
in this well that the suffocatlans took 
place, and the dead were piled six or 
seven feet deep. An upright position In 
the center of the doorway stopped the 
passage until ooe 
of 
the 
men 
at­ 
tached to the theatre 
cut 
it 
away, 
enabling 
some of the 
imprisoned 
people to escape. A scene oi the greatest 
excitement prevailed outride the theater. 
The fire engines and fire escapes arrived 
and the firemen, joining the police, entered 
tho building to rea'surc the people. 
The 
manager! of the theater, upon the 
first 
alarm, rushed into the pit from the en­ 
trance and shouted to the people to remain 
quiet, but all his .efforts were ineffectual 
uutil the theater had been nearly cleared, 
when the dead aud injured were carried to 
the Royal Infirmary. Two of the dead 
were women, three were boys, and thirty- 
two were strong able-bodtad men of the 
laboring class.

The Hod. Abram S. Hewitt, who was 
chairman of the Democratic antic nil com­ 
mittee during the Tilden campaign, saya 
he never knew anything about the cypher 
dispatches from Florida which the New 
York Tribune has just published.

It Is my opinion that 
another prominent Republican who I sus­ 
pect tarnished these dispatches to the 
Tribune, procured them through the mao 
who mentioned the subject to me. A hint 
o( such dispatches came to me through an­ 
other source abo at the end of December, i 
When William Ortoo, the president of the I 
Western Union Telegraph Company, was j 
charged with contempt for refusing lo pro­ 
duce the dispatches relating tojthe canvass 
of the vote In the Southern States he came j 
to my house and dined with me. The ob- | 
Joel ot his visit was to persuade tile that it ; 
would be wise for the Democrats not lo 
compel him to deliver un the dispatcLes, 
aud be azured me that they would lead to I 
revelations ot acts unknown to myself aud 
other Democrats which would be very 
damaging to the Democratic party. I told j 
nim mat I had no knowledge of such dis­ 
patches. ‘Well, I will read you this dis­ 
patch,’ he said, producing the cypher anil 
the translation. The dispatches he read to 
me had reference to negotiations for the 
Democratic purchase ot an electoral vote 
in South Carolina.

The operator picked It up, read it, and im­ 
mediately i tar led for Mr. Orton’s house and 
rung up the president of the Western Union 
Mr. Orion look the paper and told (he oper- ] 
ator to go home and never open his lips to 
a single human being in reference to the 
incident. He said that my eyes were the 
first to see the dispatch atter it came into 
his possession.” 
Mr. Hewitt was asked what Mr. Tilden 
can say. 
“He can say a good deal. 
He can deny 
having had any knowledge ot such trans­ 
actions, and I believe he will. In my deal­ 
ings with Mr. Tilden I never saw' anything 
to warrant the suspicion that he would do 
anything dishonest or dishonorable. I do 
out believe he was cognizant of any at­ 
tempt to perpetrate a fraud, 
it was possi­ 
ble for these men to act without the know­ 
ledge of Mr. Tilden." 
Mr. Hewitt said of his present relations 
with Mr. Tilden: 
"My association with 
Mr. Tilden, as it existed in the last ctm- 
paigo, has been brokeu ok and will never 
be revived. I visited him once during the 
Watterson controversy, but have not visit­ 
ed him since, lie has not treated me mag­ 
nanimously. He has not treated me justly. 
A word from him would have refuted the 
charge made against mo of haviog sup­ 
pressed dispatches from him."

Who Built the First Steamboat? 
Otic of many men who have clanned 
priority iu the invention of the steamboat 
was Samuel Morey, of Vermont. A cor­ 
respondent, signing himself iLiwe, writes 
to the Boston Journal that no later than 
lift*—fourteen years before the trip of 
Robert Fulton’* Clermont—Mr. Morey 
built a boat aud propelled it up the Con­ 
necticut river by steam at the rate of 
n«*riy lour mile* aa hour. There is one 
person living, h-i says, who rode in the 
b tat, and the model of the boiler and en­ 
gine is still id the possession of Morey’s 
descendants. Fu'.ton and he were well ac­ 
quainted, and before Fulton built the Cler­ 
mont he paid a visit to Morey, who after­ 
ward “aiwayi held that Fulton surreptiti­ 
ously initiated his mode',’’ and “never 
really recovered from the blow received 
ihiongh the alleged perfidy of Fulton.” Mr. 
Morey, perhaps, never knew of the inven­ 
tion which John Fitch had made before 
hun, but "llowe” seems to igoore that 
Fitcb.as early as July, 1780, suocetafully 
moved by steam a small bott on the Dela­ 
ware liver, and that in I TIK) a passenger 
steamboat of his was run on the Delaware 
at an average speed of seven and a halt 
miles an hour, making during the season 
more than 2,000 miles.

should bear fruit. It was compared to an 
army because the church should be brave 
aud obedient. It was a vineyard because 
humble aud daily work was required. 
It 
was the bod}* of Christ, and thus closely 
joined to hun, yet subject to the head. It 
was the iamily—God’s.liousehold—and last 
and best of all it had been 
termed the 
bride of Christ, because of its near and 
dear relationship to Him. 
Rev. W. F. Brown, of Beloit, was assign­ 
ed the question, “What is tne record of the 
Church to-day ?” Redeemed it the record 
of a divine, growing power for good.
